armed forces of the enemy ” in the sense 
of that term in established international!

Trent Affair as Precedent.

Washington. D. C., Dec. 11.—[Special.] 
~—Mr. Hay’s bill, which he has prepared 
primarily to put before the house coramit- 
tee, does not increase the number of reg- 
ular regiments of infantry or cavalry. 
It does add six réegimente of field artt- 
lery, 126 companies of coast artillery, one 
battalion of engineers, and certain in- 
creases in the signa! corps, the most im- 
portant of which is the provision for 


‘jeeven aero squadrons or fifty-six aero- 


planes. 

His bill provides for the organization 
of one supply company, one headquarters 
company, and oné machine gun company 
for each regiment of infantry and caval- 
ry, as laid down by the tables of organiza- 
tion but which up to the present bas not 
had the authority of law. He changes 
the organization of a regiment of field 


same as that prescribed for the regular 
service. He provides that orgatczations 
of the national guard may transfer to 
this force with three-fourths of the pre- 
scribed minimum enlisted strength. ~ 
The term of enlistment le to be for six 
years, the first three years with the colors 
and the second throe years on furlough in 
@ reserve to be known as the continntal 
army reserve. Men of this reserve may 
be reénlisted for periods of three years 
and men honorably discharged from the 
regular army, navy, marine corps, oF 
ely militia may also be enlisted 
n it. 


_ Provision for the Officers. 

The officers of the continental army will 
be appointed from a limited number of 
officers of the regular army for periods 
not to exceed four years; from the officers’ 
reserve corps; from the 2 of the 
organized militia; from ‘retired officers 
of the reguiar army, and from graduates 
or undergraduates of educational insti- 
tutions having military courses and other 
citizens who have qualified themeelves for 
such appointments by experience or study 
or both.

‘Washington, D. C., Dec. 11.—[Spe- 
cial.]~THie Interstate commerce commis- 
sion today granted the petition of rail- 
roads in the western territory to increase 
their interstate passenger fares above 2 
cents a mile. 

While the commission did not approve 
all of the requests in the formal appli- 
cation filed by the carriers, it granted 
material increases in all rates, ranging 
from one-fourth of 1 cent to 1 cent a | 


mile. 


Findings of the Commission. 
The commussion‘s findings were: 

1. In the states of Illinois, Wiscon- 
gin, Michigan, Minnesota, Iowa, Ne- 
braska, Missouri, north of the Mis- 
souri, and in Kansas north of the main 
line of the Union Pacific, a basis of 
”.4 cents a mile for interstate fares 
is justified. , 

2. In Missouri south of the river 
and in Kansas south of the Union 
Pacific, a basis of 2.6 cents a mile is 
justified. 7 

3. Increases in mileage prices of 
one-fourth of a cent a mile are al- 
lowed in the territory north of the 
Missouri river and the Union Pacific, 
and one-half of a cent south of the 
river and the railroad. 

4, Proposed increases from Illinois, 
Michigan, Iowa, Minnesota, Wiscon- 
sin, Nebraska, Missouri, and Kansas 
to points east are allowed. 

5. Increases allowed on fares to far 
west from points in western territory.

state laws. 

The decision is expected to increase the 
revenues of the carriers more than $10,- 
000,000 a year. It may give them double 
that amount if the states follow it up. 


Conclusion cf Committee. 
The commission held that the evidence 


were involved and which was part of the 
whole western advance rate case, showed 
subdetantially the following: 

That since 1900 the railroads have made 
substantial improvements in passenger 
service for convenience and safety at a 
great expense. 

That passenger service conditions do 
not permit of economies possible in the 
freight service and that the increased 
costs not offset by those economies which 
exist are entitled to consideration. 

That passenger service in the western 
territory is less profitable than freight 
service and that the existing rates are 
lower than those in the south, east, and 
west, but that there is some justification 
for that. 


Should Have Reasonable Return. 

The decision repeats the holdinge of the 
recent advance freight rate cases that 
the railroads haye felt the increased costs 
of living and recites that the public has 
the right to expect adequate, comforta- 
ble, and safe service. 


“ For such services and facilities,” the | i 


decision said, “‘ the carriers should be al- 
lowed under reasonable fares to earn a 
reasonable return upon the property used 
im that service. Neither competition nor 
the unreasonable demands of the public, 
however, must be made the excuse for 
waste and extravagance in the passen- 
ger service.” 

To avoid confusion of practice the com- 
mission dismissed ali the increases the 
railroads proposed and ordered the filing 
of new tariffe embodying such increases 
as were allowed to become effective.

Acting as a parliament, the council of 
state canvaesed the vote and found that 
the. votes’ of 1,908 representatives out of 
2,043 qualified to vote on the proposition 
were favorable to the change to a mon- 
archy. 

The council sent to Yuan Shi-Kai a 
petition urging him te accept the throne. 
He declined at first, but when the petition 
was forwarded te him a second time he 
accepted, with the proviso that he would 
continue to act presiderit until a con- 
venient time for the coronation.

TOKIO, Dec. 11.—Japan is expected to 
make representations to the Chinese gOov- 
ernment if Peking reports that Yuan Shi- 
Kai has accepted the crown as emperor, 
are borne out in official c ications.

Scalded in His Bath. 

“From the evidence we, the jury, are 
of the opinion that the said scalds were 
received some time during the day of 
Nov. 28, when the patient was being 
bathed. . Owing to the conflicting state- 
ments we are unable to determine which 
of the attendants were responsible, but 
recormmend that they be severely diaci- 
plined and that the authorities take steps 
to prevent a recurrence of such an acci- 
dent." 

The authorities have investignted, but 
the investigation brought no results. The 
careless attendant is still employed in the 
institution. Dr. George Leininger, super- 
intendent, said last night that he could 
not find out who gave Redman his fatal 
bath.

It is reported that Gen. Baron von der 
Goltz has taken command of the Turks 
in this region and has with him a number 
of German troops. Should he be able to 
drive the British completely out of this re- 
gion it would mean the obtaining for the 
port of the Mesopotamian railway, the 
territory seized by Great Britain some 
years ago when she learned that a rail- 
way with German capital was to be built 
from Constantinople through Asia Minor 
and Mesopotamia to the Peraian gulf. 

Should the Germans and Turks succeed 
in getting this territory it would mean 
complete rail communication from Ber- 


are driving the retreating serbs farther 
into Albania. It is reported that Monte- 
negro is suing fora separate peace. 

There are no more reports of Italian 
troops landing on or about to be sent to 
the Adriatic coast of Albania. A success- 
ful raid of Austrian submarines along this 
coast gave them eontrol of it for the time ) 
being at least. 

In southern Serbia the Bulgarians have 
steadily driven the French and British 
back to the Greek border. Both flanks of 
the allied force have not been and are in 
danger from theseattacks. Reportsfrom 
Paris indicate that the British are con- 
sidering entirely withdrawing from this 
theater of war. 

The time is rapidly approaching when 
the attitude of Greece with respect to the 
belligerents will have to be definitely 
made known. If the entente troops re- 
tire to Greek soil and Greece does not 
disarm and intern them there is no doubt 
that the Bulgarians and central power 
troops will follow and continue to attack 
them. The central powers have an- 
nounced that they desire nothing more 
oi Greece than that she remain nevtral, 
but that they expect equality of treat- 
ment with the allies and consequently 


lin and Vienna by way of Constantinople 
to the Persian gulf, provided the unfin- 
ished gaps have been completed since the 


beginning of the war. This would furnish 


Germany a route to India not only shorter 
than the Suez route but practically en- 
tirely a land one, whereas the Suez route 
is a water one, and necessitates control of.

SUMMARY. 


The close of the week finds the allies 
resting on the defensive in all theaters of 
war except southern Serbia and Mesopo- 
tamia, where they are in retreat. The 
rumored Russian and Italian operations 
in the Balkans have failed to materialize, 
The central powers, Bulgaria and Tur- 
key retain the advantage of the initia- 
tive. It sill remains to be seen where they 
will strike next,

Yuan Sees German Victory. 

latterly Yuan has become convinced 
that the entente is destined to be worsted 
in the present war, and that Germany and 
her allies will emerge victorious from the 
fray. His acquisition of this belief may 
be attributed to the wonderful manner in 
which the Germans have managed to 
flood all China with European and Amer- 
ican news colored to suit their purposes. 
The Russians and British have taken no 
trouble whatsoever to circulate among 
the Chinese the news which they receive. 

The Germans have taken advantage of 
this neglect, and the result is that while 
the Chinese have heard nothing of any 
Teuton reverses, either on land or sea, 
save the loss of the kaiser’s colony of 
Kiau Chau, they are literally surfeited 
with news of German victories. 

It ig not surprising, therefore, that 
China should consider it more politic to 
lean towards the central powers than 
towards those of the entente in the pres- 
ent war, and should prefer to pin their | 
faith to the kaiser, who, as a foe of that 
Japan whom they have alweys hated, has 
a special claim to their sympathies. 


May Force Japs to Declare War. 
The principal danger of the present 
situation is that Yuan Shi Kai and the 
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Chinese people may be encouraged by} 


their friendship with the kaiser to em- 
bark upon a course of such intolerable 
provocation towards Japan politically, 
and particularly economically, that the 
Mikado’s government may find itself com- 
pelled to have recourse to arms. 

There is a considerable danger that one 
of these days we may suddenly learn of 
a declaration of war by Japan on China. 
That would involve Russia, Great Britain, 
and France as well, all three powers hav- 
ing dependencies bordering on Chinese 
territory, and since the kaiser would be 
powerless to help, China would be at the 
mercy of Japan and her allies.

This nation provided for universal military service 
in its beginning. If in addition to recognizing that | 
every able bodied man of proper age was a militia- 
man it had provided for universal military education 
the war of 1812, if it had been fought at all, would 
have resulted in the conquest and probable retention 
of Canada. Instead of that it resulted in the burn- 
ing, of Washington. 

If the nation which made every man in theory a 
soldier had taught bim how to be one in fact, the 
civil war probably would not have lasted a year. If 
the north and south both had put trained soldiers in 
the field the great numerical superiority of the north 
would have told in much shorter time than it did 
with both sections struggling to mobilize their re- 
sources and the north failing to express its over- 

powering force until after the waste of years. 

If we had universal military education there would 
not have been a Spanish war. Cuba would have hal 
its freedom years before it did. If we had continued 
to apply to our navy the principles which Jefferson 
applied to it, which are the principles we now apply 
to our army—principles epitomized in “ Don’t have 
any "—we should have had a war with Japan whea 
California offered the Japanese the unbearable insult 

of barring them from privileges offered other aliens. 

What prevented a war ’then was the power which 
the pacifists say makes war, a milita wer repre- 
sented by a navy sufficient at least for that purpose. 

Military education would have kept us out of some 
wars, it would have made the ones we did have less 
costly, and it would have given us greater benefits 
than we obtained from them after we had fought 
them.

ARON VON ROSEN 
spent so many years as 
Russian ambassador at 
Washington, and like- 
wise figured so promi- 
nently as one of the 
czar’s plenipotentiaries 
in the memorable peace 
congress heid at Ports- 
mouth, N. H., that his 
recent conversion from 
pronounced pro - Ger- 
man views to a vigor- 
ous anti-German policy 
will be noted with in- 
terest by his many 
friends and acquaint- 
ances on this si¥ie. In September, 1912, he availed 
himself of his pdémition as a member of the council 


on the Europeam policy of Russia. It was printed 
in April, 1913, att Petrograd by the imperial press, 
but immediately stfterwards, by order of the gov- 
ernment, its cirewkation wag forbidden and orders 
given for the destiinetion of all copies, only a few 
of which escaped. 

In it the baron #tirged that Russia had reached 
her limits in EBurdépe; that any attempt at exten- 
sion would only wet&ken her; that her future lay 
in Asia, and that s)he must entirely abandon her 
Slav proselytism in Austria and the Balkans. 

He pointed out that*the most numerous and 
civilized of the Slav nations—namely: Poland— 
had always shown am@ irreconcilable hostility to- 
wards Russia, and that the latter would receive 
still worse treatment samt the hands of the other 
Slav races. :

Rosen recommende@ in his memorandum that 
Austria should be allowed a free hand in the 
Ba]kans, since otherwise Russia would inevitably 
become involved In a bloody war; also that Russia 
shonid, give up all aspirations to the possession 
of Constantinople and of the Dardanelles, which 
he described as the origin of Anglo-Russian 
antagonism. +i 

“The realization of theConstantinople dream,” 
he added, “would mark the beginning of the 
break up of the Russian empire.” 

Then he went on to dentgand that Russia with- 
draw from the triple entetite on the ground that 
“the irreconcilable France-German antagonism, 
grounded on the loss of Adsace-Lorraine, and the 
Anglo-German antagonism founded on commer- 
cial, industrial, and colonial competition and sea 
armament, are quite distinct,!from the vital inter- 
ests of Russia.” ~ 

“All Europe,” he declared, ve even France, would 
benefit if the supremacy of Fingland at sea were 
to be counterbalanced by Gerniany.” 

Further, that “German hegwameny is only dan- 
gerous for western Europe, that it would not af- 
fect Muscovite interests, sind that Russia must 
consider as perfectly legittmate the demand of 
Germany for hegemony in Evvrope, her colonial 
expansion at the expense of the western powers, 
and her taking possession of (Belgium and Hol- 
land.” , ’ 

He concluded by atating that a German-Aus- 
trian-Russian alliance would giome secure the 
western frontier of the Muscovite empire, thus 
enabling Russia to concentrate all her forces in 
the far east. 

This was the attitude of Barom Rosen in 1912 
and 1913.

The employé 
who works until 9 o'clock at night must 
get home in a crowded car, attend to the 
work of the household, snatch a few 
hours of sleep, and be back at the store 
in time for the morning opening.

Josephine Goldmark says: ‘‘ The most 
hopeful methods of combating over- 
fatigue and exhaustion in industry are 
two; legislation prohibiting excessive 
hours of labor and the education of em- 
ployers.” 

The object of this article is to suggest 
@ third method of combating over- 
fatigue and exhaustion. It lies with the 
customer to spare the salespeople from 
excessive fatigue. For a month the daily 
papers have counseled customers to make 
their Christmas purchases in advance. 
The stores have done their part by open- 
ing their dieplays, arranging to care for 
the business, and in some instances 
agreeing to carry Christmas items on 
charge accounts over the December to 
the January bills. 

Many considerate people have done 
their Christmas shopping. But the great 
majority have not. Many of them could 
not because they have not been able to 
finance it. Many cannot get the money 
for Christmas purchases until Christmas 
eve. 

There must be a Christmas rush. That 
cannot be avoided, but enough people are 
in a position to purchase this week to 
bring next week's burden on the em- 
ployés of the stores within proper fatigue 
limits. .

Nor is that the only suggestion I have 
to offer. It lies within the power of the 
purchaser to halve the load from her 
shopping. If she will avoid irritation, if 
she will be patient and even-tempered, if 
she will refrain from asking clerks to 
drag a great excess from the sheives 
she will de her part toward keeping the 
employés.from going to the point of 
exhaustion. 

In the presence of great emergency, and 
the Christmas rush is such, legislatian is 
not effective. Nor is the education of 
employers. This matter is put up square- 
ly to the purchaser. There is a selfish 
reasen for shopping early and avoiding 
the rush. There are mistakes enough at 
best. When salespeople are overworked 
and overtired the number of these mis- 
takes multiply rapidly. One cannot shop 
satisfactorily when the clerk is over- 
tired. 

I once had the opportunity of hearing 
Booker Washington lecture an audience 
of Negro waiters and porters. He showed 
them why men who kept late hours and 
were otherwise irregular ig their habits 
could not bold their jobs as waiters and 
porters. The picture which he drew has 
another side. The person who is served 
cannot get good service when the person 
serving is tired. This quite aside from 
the inaccuracies which result from tire, 

And, finally, there is the strain of shop- 
ping on the shopper. Shopping is try- 
ing work. It will be more trying this 
week. The week before Christmas the 
shopper cannot go through work of shop- 
ping without becoming tired. Tire of 
salespeople increases the strain. On edge 
from tire, contact with salespeople who 
are irritable and impatient from tire, 
makes it very difficult not to be irritable

Here is the truth about what was said: 

I told Mr. Stern that at the April elec- 
tion Mayor Thompson had received over 
16.000 votes in the Third ward, or two- 
thirds of all the votes cast in the ward for 
mayor.

Twelve days later the formal entry of the allied forces took place at Tsingtau. 
Following the review of the forces by Gen. Kamio and his staff the troops marched 
to the strand on the Yellow sea, where a wooden monument, much like Cleopatra's 
Needle, stood banked in the center of the sands. Large, straw wrapped casks of 
seke, or Japanese wine, stood on each side of the monument, a gift to the de- 
parted souls of the Japanese dead from their emperor and empress. Heaped on 
wp of the casks were thousands of cigarets, bowls of rice, chrysanthemums, the 
yational flower of the empire, and many eatables much prized by the Japanese. 

After all the troops had assembled facing the monument Gen. Kamio ap- 
proached it with a large scroll in his hand. All helmets and caps of the troops in 
front of him went off. He stepped on to the path leading directly to the monu- 
ment, took off his cap, bowed, and then approached. Stopping within a foot of 
the monument, Gen. Kamio bowed again, and then slowly opened the seroll. 
Not a sound could be heard in that gathering of thousands in front of the monnu- 
ment except an occasional neigh of a cavalry horse.

HE scroll opened, he read from it in Japanese the following message to 


the dead: 

I, the humble Gen. Kamio, commander in chief of the Japanese 

forces, express my hearty condolences to the souls of the dead who 

have been killed in battle or who have passed away from illness con- 
tracted during our days of war. _ 

My imperial majesty’s reason for declaring war against Germany 
was because Germany had expanded her war policies to the far east. 
They occupied Tsingtau and forced our neighboring government, China, 
fo give it up, thus destroying the peace of the far east. Our imperial 
majesty was therefore called upon to drive the disturbing element from 
our hithrto peaceful shores. 

I, the humble Gen. Kamio, was appointed to be commander in chief 

»of the allied army in its operation against Tsingtau. I and my staff, 

from early morning until late at night, have labored hard to achieve 
the desire of our imperial majesty, and now Tsingtau is occupied by the 
allied army. : 

Its surrender is the result of the grace of heaven, the virtues of our | 

‘ @¢mperor and empress, and the bravery of those passed souls which we 
honor today. We are assembled here to comfort you, O souls, and I ask 
that you receive the condolences which I, representing the surviving 
army, give to you today. ‘

Though British soldiers were shoulder to shoulder with the Japanese in 

the trenches, and even though Japanese statesmen maintained that Great 
Britain had invited them into the war, this great opportunity in China offered to 
Japan appeared to require no credit to Great Britain or to the British flag. 

The siege of Tsingtau marked the first time in the history of warfare that an 
army from a nation of the white race had united with and under the leadership 
of a nation of the yellow race. While Great Britain appears now from various 
quarters to have suffered somewhat in placing her leadership in the hands of 
Japan, the future portends similar bonds between Japan and other nations. 
Recently even Gov. Gen. Meyer-Waldeck (former governor general of Tsingtau) 
has expressed his approval of a German alliance with Japan, while Petrograd 
has been clamoring for several months for a similar alliance. 

In fact, from an oriental standpoint the siege of Tsingtau will always stand 
out as remarkably free from hatred. During the operations Japanese officers 
sent many messages into the Tsingtau garrison wishing their German friends and 
former tutors luck and safety during the siege. The Japanese officers seemed 
always courteous. They placed courtesy foremost instead of indulging in recrim- 
ination such as usually goes on between the Germans and British officers atid 
troops. Gen. Kamio and his officers did not desire to humiliate the defeated Ger- 
man officers. The messages that were interchanged during the siege and after- 
wards were couched in the most courteous language, nor did Gov. Gen. Waldeck 
and his staff officers lose their swords after the final surrender. 

At Kurume and the other little hamlets in Japan where the German prison. 
ers were quartered after the war every convenience and facility and practical 
freedom for prisoners were given the men by the Japanese. Their favorite brand 
of cigarets, their magazines and newspapers—anything they wanted was theirs for 
the asking. During day hours they were allowed to roam around town streets for ex- | 
ercise,go on shopping tours and the like, and only when some German soldiers took 
advantage of the freedom given them by the Japanese by escaping did the Nippon 
empire put a more stringent watch upon the prisoners. 

But the feeling between the Germans and the British after the surrender of 
Tsingtau—I could not help noticing it, for always I was taken for a British 
subject when around the German camps. The morning of the surrender, as TI 
rode into the Tsingtan forts, German soldiers stood along the casemate walls 
hooting and hissing me. Stones were thrown at my horse and vile epithets burled 
at me, and one German soldier especially seemed goaded by my presence. Taking 
off his hat, he shouted at me in a bawling voice: “Three cheers for Transvaal! 
Yes, and here is one of the Boers who was there.” 3 ; | 

And then one German, in a mimicking English brogue, shouted to some pass- 
ing British troops, “ Well, chaps, where will we see you in London?” 

“ Standing outside your cell in the Tower of London,” proudly retorted one 
of the Britishers. , 


the presence of Japanese officers among the British group seemed to check the 
desire of the German and British soldiers to get at one another's throats. 

And even into the one or two German provision stores at Tsingtau that were 
open after the surrender was the feeling of hatred between British and German 
carried. At the Sietas Plambeck store I found British and Japanese soldiers one 
day making purchases of various sorts. One tish soldier was cursing in an 
undertone at the price of one yen he had paid for a can of pears, while a Japa- 
nese soldier was just receiving the same goods for half the price. 

In Japan’s treatment of Germany and her subjects both England and Ger- 
many had in the siege of Tsingtau a fine object lesson of the excellent spirit of 
their Japanese brother. e

N the history of nations there has never been a document presented to a 

sovereign state by another, such as the demands Japan presented to China 

on Jan. 18, 1915. Guiltless of offense was China, but Japan, with no 

shadow of excuse, presented to her a document which has all but robbed the 
Celestial kingdom of sovereignty. It was an event of worldwide importance, 
but so interested were the United States and the other powers in the tragedies 
that were happening on the other side of the world, that Japan’s deathblow 
to China and the passing of the oldest nation in the world is scarcely yet realized. 
And in the presentation of her demands Japan unmasked before the world 
to reveal herself purely as a military nation, bound by no honor and guided 
simply by her selfish ambitions. I state this as a fact and with no unfriendii- 
ness to Japan. | 
[These first demands were then modified, especially as to group V., and a 
new set forwarded to China on May 1.] ; } 

* * 

On May 6 instructions were forwarded from Tokio to Peking asking the 
Japanese ambassador to inform the Chinese government that a reply to the 
Japanese note was desired at once. 
While the above was under way, things were taking on a more serious 
aspect at Tokio. Fearing that China would checkmate the ambitions of Japan, 
the latter decided to prepare for a coup and to win her desires, if necessary, by 
force. Gen. Oka, minister of war, at once conferred with Gen. Akashi, vice 
chief of the general staff, and in a few hours Japan was mobilizing its war fleet 
as well as troops, in preparation for an invasion of China. The Thirteenth 
division and the South Manchurian guards at Mukden and Liaoyang immedi- 
ately took on war preparations for contending with the Chinese Twenty-seventh 
and Twenty-eighth divisions, while in Shantung the advance guard of the Jap- 
anese troops in Kiaochow moved to Weicheng, confronting the Chinese Fifth 
division. The Japanese cruisers Suwo and Sagami, which had been lying in 
Chinbai bay, Corea, were given orders for ful] speed ahead to the Gulf of Chihii, 
there is pick up the Japanese ambassador and to bring him safely back to Japan. 
Likewise did the First, Second, and Third Japanese squadrons begin coaling 
at Sascho and Kure. 
, War seemed inevitable to Japan. To China the question was different, for 
being in no position to contend against Japan, she realized that if war came 
about it would require scarcely two days for Japan to take China. 
However, as to Japan’s note, President Yuan Shi-Kai found the opinion 
of his presidential board divided. The discussion was heated, and no conclusion 
was reached, wit the result that on Friday, May 7, there was received in 
Peking an ultimatum from Tokio in which China was given forty-eight hours 
to accede to the demands, or serious action would be taken. 

With Japanese troops secretly moving about China on a war footing, with 
Japanese residents at Hankow, Mukden, and other centers packing their be- 
longings and preparing to move to the seacoast, Peking could do but one thing 
—hope for the intervention of some other power. That help not arriving, 
China was forced to agree to the Japanese demands, and at half past 1 o'clock 
on the morning of Sunday, May 9, China, the oldest nation in the world, passed 
under the virtual domination of Japan. eh 

* 

ECENT dispatches from Peking, disclosing the probability that President 
Yuan Shi-Kai will do away with the republican form of government and 
proclaim himself emperor, have again brought to the front the question 
of the future of China. In Washington, the disappearance of the new 

far eastern republic would be viewed with regret, for it was hoped that it 
would be the forerunner of other republics in Asia. 

However, those who seek for the reasons for China’s instability and inability 
to grasp in a big sense the liberal ideas of the present century, will find that 
upon the powers, as agents of civilization, does much of the responsibility lic. 
China has been not unlike an old and heirless millionaire, who, becoming uncon- 
scious, suddenly awakes on his sickbed to find himself beset on all sides by sup- 
posed relatives, who under the guise of administering to his wants have made 
arrangements for the signing. of his will and his burial. Too much attention to 
the division of China’s wealth and too little attention to her wants, hee needs 
—that is the main reason for the conditions in China today. | 

It is but a little more than fifty years since trade agents, secking for new 
fields and new markets, discovered the Celestial kingdom basking in a cejviliza- 
tion centuries old. When the western nations learned of that amcient empire 
in the east, of its vast territory, of its mountains and their apparently inex- 
haustible supplies of minerals, there was a rush to the El Dorado of the far 
east. The powers first drugged China with opium, and then bit by bit they 
leased, stole, or reserwed for themselves the best of the country. |

N 1876 there appeared in Italy a book which is world famous now, “ L'yome 
Delinquente ” (The Criminal Human Being), by Cesare Lombroso. Although 
we do not accept his theory of an anthropological criminal type, he must be 
praised as a pioneer. The crime is nothing to him, he scorns the fossilized 
theories about delict and punishment as devoid of reality; nothing mattéf But 
the criminal! himself. He investigates his individuality, his heredity, his edues- 


vinism transferred from religion to criminology. ‘The so-called classical criminal 
law looked at the punishable action, the crime; Lombroso regards only thé cftim- 
inal. His disciples examine the criminal in laboratories, prisons, insane asyluma, 
from the physiological and psychological point of view. I know that there is 
very much to be said against Lombroso’s theories, methods, and conclusions, but 
his merit remains immense, because criminal law was on the way of drying up ie 
vain abstractions and he reminded us that not the deed is punished, but the men 
who performed it. He did a great deal to humanize and vivify penal legislation 
and practice.

S judges looked at crime, so physicians used to look at sickness, “ Sick 
ness,” says Dr. Schweninger, Bismarck’s famous physician, “is an ab- 
straction, a notion which is only legitimate in the world of ideas.” Te 
the real physician there do not exist any sicknefses; he knows only sick 
individuals. Sickness is a deviation from a condition which we consider as nor- 
mal and call health. It is not a mysterious being, not the “ Ens morbi” of 
medical times, not a Satan to be driven out. A physician must not be a scholar, 
he must be an artist. (The German word “ arzt” goes back to the same Latin 
word: artista.) He is more than a mandarin who has passed certain examina- 
tions and received certain diplomas and titles. A great physician, Schweninger 
says, is he whose humanity equals his art. It is irrelevant to the purpose of this 
article, whether these opinions seem paradoxical or not. The fact I want te 
emphasize is the discovery of the individual by the physician and the getting 
away from the point of view which only aimed at abstractions and classifieations.

the unfortunates. The mayor's proc- 
lamation follows: 

“The custom was inaugurated «a 
year-ago of setting aside a day in Chi- 
cago to be known as ‘ Bundle day,’ 
upon which day all who are able toe do 
so. are asked to effer a bundie of cloth- 
ing for the poor and unfortunate of the 
city. The project is a worthy one, and 
all citizens should help the mevement. 

“ The clothing that has not been used 
but that is still too good te throw away 
will afford warmth for some person, 
and it is the object of these in charge of 
Bundle day to find these individuals 
and to distribute the clothing to them. 

“In view of the worthiness ofthis 

Project and in conformity of the cus- 
tom established last year, I, William 
Hale Thompson, mayor of the city of 
‘Chicago, proclaim Monday, Jan. 17, 
1916, ag Bundle day, upon which day 
bundies will be collected and the dis- 
tribution arranged for by a represen- 
tative commhktee of the citizens of 
Chicago. 

“ The officers to have charge of this 
work upon this day will be: 

“ Executive Gommittee chairman, 
David E. Gibson; secretary, Mrs. 
Blanche Burmeister; warehouse, 
equipment, and finance committee 
chairman, James A. Pugh; publicity 
committee chairman, W. C. Graves; 
sanitation committee chairman, Dr. 
John Dill Robertson; distribution com- 
mittee chairman, Mrs. Thomas Burns;

“ That prosperity hae struck the east is |} 
shown by the extraordinary demand for 
luxuries,” Mr. Day said. “ The indus-/f 
tries supplying expensive but unnecessa- 
ry articles of commerec are experiencing 
a revival of business. This, however, is} 
not an index of the general prosperity of 
the nation, as agricultural profits of the 
last year and the accumulated demand of 
the farmers are the factors really beck 
ef the favorable conditions. 

“The eastern prosperity undoubtedly 
ig due to war profits and I foresee a condi- 
tion where abnormal prices will be de- 


turned into munitions plants.” — 

Mr. Clark attributed eastern prosperity 
to war orders, but made it clear that he 
does not expect en injurious reaction at 
the war’s end. The rest of the country, 
with its unprecedented money suppty, he 
said, could avert an acute situation. 


West and South Prospering. 

“IT have never seen such prosperity as 
now prevails in America, and especially 
in the central, northwest, and southern 
states,” Mr. Clark continued. “ It is the 
vyoleing of the accumulated demand for 
improved equipment and more land, and 
im the south it represents an estonishing 
recovery from a depression which a year 
ago appeared certain to be rutnous. 
Texas, notably, is in the midst of an era 
of prosperity, and the closing of the mar- | 
ket to last year’s cotton crop seems to 
have been forgotten entirely. In no sec- 
tion outside the east is the situation a 
boom. It is simply a height of prosperity 
which developed quickly but gredually; 
and I expect it to continue indefinitely.” 

“Iowa farmers are borrowing money, 
Particularly to buy cattle and horses,” 
Mr. Cummings said. “They al*eo are 
building new schools, improving their 
roags, and buying new, improved equip- 
ment. I know of no better indication of 
Prosperity. The people are cheerful and 
confident." 5 


Lower Bate on Farm Loans. 

Mr, Stadden said farm mortgage loans 
by Insurance companies were being nego- 
tiated at 5 per cent, as against the rate 
of 6 per cent demanded a year ago. 

“The demand for loans is large,” he 
added, “but it is a sound, reascnable 
need, in contrast to the feverish demand 
of a year ago. Prosperity in the west is 
not due to the war, but it might be called 
a reaction from the depression that fol- 
lowed the war's outDreak.” 

Mr. Cochran, after describing an un- 
precedented condition of prosperity in 
Pacific eoast states, scouted a suggestion

Chicago Man Facing Trial in New

trial of A. L. Stapler of Chicago, accused 


of performing an illegal operation, will 
be continued on Monday. 
During the trial Friday Dr. Phillip F. 


‘O'Hanlon, formerly a physician to Cor- 


ener Holtzhauser and now a surgeon in 
the police department, was accused of 
conspiring to conceal the cause of death 
in the operation, which was performed on 
Mrs. Louise Heinrich of Jersey City. 
The accusation was made by Assistant 
District Attorney Arthur C. Train in 
opening the case againet Stapler. 
The trial is before Justice Weeks. Mrs. 
Heinrich died om Aug. 23, 1910, at 500 
West One Hundred and Bleventh street. 
For four and a half years the body of 
the woman had been in its grave, in St. 
Joseph's cemetery, Jersey City, before it 
was discovered that there was anything 
suspicious about her death. An investi- 
gation of the coroner's office by Commis- 
sioner of Accounts Walietein revealed 
that there were three conflicting causes 
of death on file.

Furthermore, faculty members have been 
appointed to control the game, make all 
the rules and regulaiicns, and adopt 
schedules, t no Chicago school hase any 
individual who has sole ‘Sai of wae 
ing athletics. 


Paid Coaches in Other Cities. 
Nearly every large city in the country 


is supplied with men who do nothing else

BERTHS IN N, L.; 
HINTS GIVE PLAN

Before another week shall have passed, 
the baseball map of the United States 
may be so changed that the fans scarcely 
will be able to recognize it. If the change 
doesn’t occur this week, rumor has it 
that the Federal league will pass quietly 
away befcre the winter is over. 

Indications are that the American 
league has refused to have any hand 
in the changing of the map, and that it 
will be found in the same old places next 
season. The American league magnates 
are to gather here Wednesday for their 
annual meeting, with probably nothing 
more sensational to offer to the news 
columns than the possible sale of J. 
Franklin Baker of home run fame. 

In New York, the National league meg- 
nates have been called to assemble on 
Tuesday and from various reports, there 
will be four or five of the big men of the 
Federal league hanging about in the 
vicinity ready to be beckoned into the 
assembly and form a new National league 
which will mean the finish of the Feds 
and the baseball war. 


Weeghman Refers to Move. 
This rumor was substantiated yester- 
day when President Weeghman of the 
Chicago Feds announced that he would 
go to New York early in the week to be 
on hand if anything came up. He made 
the announcement just after reading a 
long letter from President Gilmore of 
the independent league, and although 
the Chicago magnate offered no details 
of the proposed plans, he stated with 
considerable decision that he wanted the 
baseball tangle settled and tat he be- 
lieved all the men of organized baseball 
were desirous to accomplish the same 
end. 

Although not coming from any official 
source, the proposed peace plan is as 
follows: 

Weeghman and his associates are 
to purchase the Cubs from Charles P. 
Taft and combine them with the 
Whales to form one National league 
club to play on the north side in Chi- 
cago.

Phil Ball is to purchase the St. 
Louis Cardinals from Mrs. Britton 
and conduct the National league af- 
fairs in the Mound City. Along with 
his case is a report that he has al- 
ready loaned 10,008 to the St. Louis

Two Fed Clubs Already Out. 

As the Federal league has already 
kicked Kansas Cityand Buffalo outof the 
league, such a plan of peace would leave 
only the Baltimore club backers out in the 
cold, and the belief is that they would be 
satisfied with a berth in the International 
league. .

BEVERLY GOLFERS 
HAPPY: THEY OWN 
THEIR OWN HOME 


BY J. G. DAVIS. 
Probably the most welcome Christmas 
news the members of the Beverly Coun- 
try club have had since its formation is 
the announcement by President E. H. 
Guertin of the purchase of the 157 acres 
on which the club is located. 

Following the inception of the club in 
1907 there was a period of financial depres- 
sion and the original pians for purchase 
fell through, the organization being 
financed by a holding company from 
which the club leased 117 acres, the other 
forty acres being retained by the holding 
company. 

Feared Ground Would Be Sold. 
The club members had no assurance 
that these forty acres, which are located 
on the front of the property along West- 
ern avenue, would not be sold or leased 
to outside parties. It was this possibility 
that created a sentiment that the whole 
tract should be preserved. 

An issue of $100,000 6 per cont first 
mortgage bonds payable up to 1900 and 
$50,000 6 per cent: second mortgage bonds 
payable in 1916 was made. Club loyalty 
was so great that over one-half the mem- 
bers subscribed. When the committee 
in charge of subscriptions checked up, it 
had $7,000 more than was needed, and this 
money will be returned. President Guer- ; 
tin believes that by the end of 1917 about 
half the entire indebtedness will be paid. 


Permanent Home for Club. 
The result is that the Beverly club now 
has a permanent home in one of the best 
loeations around Chicago, within twenty, 
five minutes’ ride by automobile of a 
section containing over 500,000 homes. 
The course is one of the most picturesque 
in the middle west, being well wooded, 
rolling, and eighty feet above the level 
of Lake Michigan. It has fewer arti- 
ficial but more natural hazards than any 
cours¢ in this section. 
President Guertin sees a bright pros- 
pect for the club and believes the time 
is not far distant when it will be kept 
open all the year. A proposal to install | 
another nine holes, taking in the addi- 
tional forty acres, appears to be favored 
by a majority of, the members. 
- May Take In More Members. 
If this is done and the new nine holes 
made equal to those of the present course 
there would be room for additional mem- 
bers. The present membership is 300, 
with eleven life members. President 
Guertin believes that fifteen years from 
how the property will be worth $500,000, 
so that a membership will increase in. 
value. 
The solid backing given by the mem- 
bers has been a source of great catis-, 
faction to the officers. W. H. Roberts, 
chairman of the finance committee, is 
riven much credit for the work he ac- 
complished in putting through the pur- 
chase.

While this 
perhaps is not as frequent a sin against 
honest living principles es other of- 
fenses, still there is enough of this form 
of bad example to children to hold moth- 
eta responsible for a number of full

room of any width, and tieeds only to be 
repainted or repapered to match any room 
into which it is transferred to, make it 
geem like an integral part of that room. 

Wall board is the material empioyed in 
the making. The board is a compos tion 
well known to architects and those who 
make a business of remodeling inteilods. 
It ie a delightful medium for amateur 
artisans to experiment with. The wail 
board is a wood fiber about a quarter of 
an inch thick, but so strong it is practical+ 
ly indestructible. It comes in panels 
thirty-two and forty-eight inches wide, in 
even foot lengths, from one to sixteen 
feet long, and is cut to order at the fac- 
tory. It costs 3 cents a square foot. 
. The screen pictured is made in this way. 
Two panels are held together with an inch 
wide strip of wood, or, rather, they are 
held apart with it. The strip of wood is 
nailed in between the edges of the paneis 
at’the top, the bottom, and one side. T 
whole thing is the shape of a case that v8 
slip a book into, ora cardcase. Then tw 
more panels slide into this case, like slid- 
ing doors. They are attached by cords, 
so when one pulls out a certain distance 
it draws the other with it. Stout biocks 
at the bage hold the whole thing upright. 

If these screens were hinged to the wall 
instead of having blocks at their base, 
they could be folded flatly back when not 
needed | 

The use of the partitioned off part of the 
room as a siceping place is easily im- 
agined.

NB hundred kinds of candy can be 
mede with a cooked fondant, fine 
candies or the finest, if the fondant 
fs fine; soggy, indigestible, un- 
attractive candies if the fondant is 
sogsgy. Two or three dozen kinde of 
candy can be made by simply melting 
sugar, without water, end adding nuts 
to it. The fudges are fondants, or sugar 
cooked to exactly the same stage as 
fondant: If we learn to make fondant 
well we can make better fudge. 

Scores of recipes printed in magazines 
and hewspapers have seemed to be for 
cream peppermints, nut bars, bonbons, 
when im reality they were recipes for a 
fondant, finished in some one of tae hun- 
dred ways it may be finished. Would it

Bismarck, in 
favoring the creation of the Congo Free 
State, which was to be ruled by Leopold 
of Belgium, had merely sought to pre- 
serve intact a great area of African ter- 
ritory until that time when Germany 
should be strong enough to strike fora 
share in the colonial domain of Europe. 

But between German Kamerun and 
German East Africa there intervened 
not alone the Belgian Congo Free State, 
but the French colony of the Congo, 
which occupied a long stretch of the At- 
lantic coast from Spanish Guinea to the 
Portuguese enclave of Cabinda, at the

At that time the Germans opened the 
negotiations in Berlin with the propors!

As a counterbalance to French gains 
in the north, the Germans successfully 
advanced claima for compensation in 
the Congo region. After long bar- 
gainings, which seemed at times to be 
certain to end in war, there was signed 
in Berlin that amazing agreement 
which get forth to the whole world the 
German aims in Central Africa. 

By this treaty France ceded to Ger- 
many more than 100,000 square miles 
of her Congo province. But more in- 
teresting than the statistics was the 
meaning of the French surrender. By 
the new agreement Germany acquired 
two points of contact with the Uban- 
ghi-Congo rivers. She was thus 
brought to grips with the Belgian 
frontien, and two German railways, 
one already advanced from the Indian 
ocean to Lake Tanganyika, the other 
building from the Kamerun coast 
toward the Congo, foreshadowed the 
eventual construction of a Trans-Afri- 
can Ime which should join the two 
German colonies and pave the way for 
Teutonic penetration of the Belgian 
Congo, | | 

It is interesting to recall that Berm 
hardi, writing at the time the Morocco 
agreement was being signed, inquired 
whether the annexation of the Congo 
had not in fact deprived Belgium of 
her right to claim neutrality in Eu- 
rope. Other German writers took up 
the cry. As for. the French, their 
feelings were best described by Ga- 
briel Hanotaux, a former foreign min- 
ister, who sadly commented, “ We hail 
an empire and they have left us corri- 
dors.” On all sides it was recognized 
that the Berlin agreement was but a 
temporary affair, certain to be cast into 
the melting pot when the day of war, 
no longer doubted in France, should 
come. |

/ » | Possthilities: of Peace, 

So much for the past history. Now the 
moment has come in the great war when 
the discussion of peace seenis not impos- 
sible; at least, there are growing signs of 


African Colonies Which May Figure Pro 
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discuss peace terms, terms of a “ vic- 
torious peace,” be it understood, but of a 
peace which at one time recognizes Ger- 
man achievement and does not call upon 
Germany's opponents to make sacrifices 
which they are not yet willing to make 
and are not sufficiently beaten to be 
compelled to make. 

In this situation the talk of African 
concession has already been beard, and 
will be heard with growing frequency in 
the next few months. Thus, not a few 
German writers have already suggested 
that Germany should agree to evacuate 
France and Belgium in return for the 
ession by Prance and Belgium of their 
colonial territories lying between the 
Kamerun and German East Africa. 

This suggestion takes cognizance of 
certain ‘obvious facts. Neither France 
nor Great Britain can or will agree to 
peace until Belgium is evacuated and the 
integrity of French territory assured. It 
would mean the prolongation of the war 
'by several years if Germany should in- 
sist upon permanent possession of any 
partjof France or Belgium. But if 
‘rance is asked to surrender only the 
mutilated Congo region, taking in ex- 
change Togoland and possibly obtaining 
German assent to a formal annexation 
of Morocco, thas eliminating all ham- 
pering restrictions created by the Ber- 
lin treaty, would the French refuse? 

Conceivably, and the project was 
broached before the war, Germany 
might consent to reimburse France fur- 
her by the cession of the French speak- 
ing districts of Lorraine, which include 
Metz and have upward of 800,000 in- 
habitants, two-thirds French. ‘This 
would give France a safe eastern fron- 
tier, and might end the Alsace-Lorraine 
problem, which has hampered German 
colonial aspirations so heavily for the 
last forty years. 

There are other variations that have 
been mentioned. Germany might con- 
sent to pay Belgium not an indemnity 
for her losses, but a considerable sum for 


her Africa province, which would

Such an agreement might dispose of 
France and Belgium. In point of fact, it 
is excessively unlikely that France 
would consent to such a bargain, but this 
will not prevent the Germans from pro- 
posing it, as it has not stopped them from 
discussing it. But what of England? 

This proposed German expansion in 

Central Africa would at once wreck the 
British dream of a Cape to Cairo empire. 
It would mean that a solid block of Ger- 
man territory would interpose between 
Britieh Uganda and the Sonth African 
protectorates and between Nigeria and 
British Sudan. It would make Germany 
and not Great Britain the leading power 
in, Central Africa; it would not impossi- 
bly presage precisely the same kind of 
continuing wa"fare between Britain and 
Germany in a.rica that Franee and 
England waged in North America for 
so many generations. 
But the Germans have an answer. 
They purpose to cede to Great Britain 
the colony of Southwest Africa, which 
has already been conquered by Botha;. 
the German possessions in the Pacific, 
which have been taken over by the Aus- 
tralians, and to assent to the present sit- 
uation in Kiao-Chan. In return Great 
Britain will be asked to evacuate the 
Kamerun, now for the most part jointly 
occupied by the British and French ex- 
peditions. The evacuation of Belgium 
aod northern France is a further reward 
for British acquiescence, for the German 
advance to the channel is primérily a 
hrust at Britain. 

What concessions Germany might be 
willing to make in the near east, to what 
extent she would consent to abandon her 
threat at Egypt and india and surren- 
der her predominant position in Constan- 
tinople, it is not possible to say. At the 
moment there is no evidence that Ger- 


| many. would make any concession, but, 
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on the other hand, her desire for peace is 


unmistakable.

Germany’s ‘Place in the Sun.” | 
._ The basis of the German protest 
against things as they are has lain in 
the fact that alone of the great Puro- 
pean powers Germany has had no real 
share in the division of the world’s sur- 
face outsidé of Burope. Achieving her 
own unity late, arriving in time only 
to obtain a few minor possessions, the 
“left overs” of the .great colonial 
scramble of the last quarter of the 
nineteenth century, Germany bas been 
compelled to face the growing disad- 
vantage of hostile tariffs and to see 
nations inférior in population, like 
Great Britain, lacking all surplus popu- 
lation to furnish emigrants, like France, 
in possession of the richest portions of 
Africa and of Asia. 

For hersdif Germany has claimed 
aud claims the right to a colonia! em- 
pire commensurate with her own popu- 
lation, wealth, and commercial re- 
sources. Since she achieved her unity 
France has acquired Tunis, Madagas- 
car, Morocco, expanded meager West 
African holdings into an empire pod 
Indo-Chinese posts into a colony larger 
than the fatherland. In the same time 
Great Britain has acquired Egypt, the 
South African republics, the Sudan, 
while Russia has completed the organ- 
ization of her enormous Asiatic terri- 
tories that will one day make her the 
most powerful of civilized nations. 

At the bottom German resentment 
over all this goes far to explain the 
causes of the presdnt conflict. Having 
fought sow to the conclusion three 
great campaigns in which she has won 
considerable successes without achiev- 
ing the complete elimination of either 
France or Russia; having yet to face 
the full power of Great Britain, still 
practically without a scratch, Gerpany 
may well seek to make peace, provided 
shé can obtain for her tremendous sac- 
fifices in life and treasure some com- 
mensurate profit. This profit is not

at all, as yet. 

The German argument will doubt- 
less be that unless she obtains het 
“place in the sun” pow sbe will in- 
evitably resume the struggle hereafter, 
if the war ends unfavorably or falls 
short of her hopes.

An ex- 
pedition is said to be forming in South 
Africa under the leadership of Botha 
to repeat in a new field the success of 
Southwest Africa and translate into 
fact Ceeil Rhodes’ magnificent dream 
of a Capeto-Cairo “all red” map. 
Against such an expedition German 
resistance must crumble, since the gar- 
rison is small abd its resources,:as a 
result of a year and four months of 
blockade, greatly reduced. ‘ 

Even should France and Belgium 
consent to make the sacrifices demand- 
ed British opposition could nullify the 
bargain and there is ho reason to be- 
lieve that France or even Belgium will 
now make the sacrifices.

Fifty guests would crowd it, and the close 
relatives of the president and Mrs. Galt 
will number not far from that. 

As to the honeymoon; which can last 
three weeks since there is really nothing 
to bring them hack until the Pan-Amer- 
ican reception, scheduled for Jan. 7, there 
is, of course, no word as to where that 
will take the interesting couple. Invita- 
tions from almost everywhere have 
rained in upon them and they are all be- 
ing courteously declined. The impres- 
sion is that it will be a southern trip on 
the | ower.

Venus And the earth are nearly of the 
same bulk and it may have vegetation 
such as we know, if there be oxygen in its 
atmosptiere.

would not be destructive if oxygen and+ 


water exist. to permit the growth of vege- 
tation. Where there is vegetation there 
is the possibility of animal life in fact or 
in prospect. 

The astronomically important periods 
of Venus come when it makes its transit 
across the face of the sun. It then be- 
comes an instrumentality by which the 
scale of the solar system is determined, 
by which its distances can be measured. 

Venus has a diameter of about 7,700 
miles and its mass is about three-quarters 
of the mass of the earth. Its greatest dis- 
tance from the sun is about 67,000,000 
miles and it makes its journey around the 
sun in a fraction over 224 days. That is 
the year of Venus, which is less than that
